ALL FOLLOWED HIM BLINDLY. 

All had blind confidence so long as I 
was with them, and gave no thought for 
the morrow, sure that whatever happened 
I should somehow get them back to land. 

I 
recognized that all its impetus centered in 
me, and that whatever pace I set it would 
make good. If any one was played out, 
I would stop for a short time. 

I had no fault to find with the condi- 
tions. My dogs were the best, the pick 
of 122 with which we left Columbia.

SLEEP FINALLY IN SAFETY. 


Never shall I forget that sleep at Cape 
Columbia. It was sleep, sleep, then turn 
over and sleep again. We slept glorious- 
ly, with never a thought of the morrow 
or of having to walk and, too, with no 
thought that there was to be never 4 
night more of blinding headache. 

Cold water to a parched throat is noth- 
ing compared with sleep to a numbed, 
fatigued brain and body. 

Two days we spent here in sleeping and 
drying our clothes. Then for the ship. 


Our dogs, like ourselves, had not been 


hungry when we arrived, but simply life- 
less with fatigue. They were different 
animals now, and the better ones among 
them slept on with tightly curled tails 
and uplifted heads and their hind legs

SHOCKED BY MARVIN’S DEATH. 

We reached Hecla in one march and 
the Roosevelt in another, When we got 
to the Roosevelt I was staggered by the 
news of the fatal mishap to Marvin.

COOK STARTS FOR AMERICA 


Explore? Leaves Copenhagen on 
Yacht for Christiansand. 


PEOPLE CHEER FOR HIM.

Women Break Through Police Lines 
to Throw Flowers, 


COPENHAGEN, Sept. 10—Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook left Copenhagen this afternoon on 
the first stage of his journey homeward, ap- 
parently happy and confident, and with tne 
cheers of a great crowd ringing in his ears. 
Formal farewells were exchanged between 
Dr. Cook and committees of the Geograph- 
ical society and the University of Copen- 
hagen. As he departed the explorer stood 
alone on the high bridge of the yacht Mel- 
chior, which is taking him to Christiansand, 
raising his hat in response to the shouts of 


the spectators. 


The yacht will arrive at Christiansand to- 
morrow at noon, where the steamship Oscar 
II. will be ready to take up anchor and steam 
for the United States as soon as Dr. Cook has 
been transferred to its deck. 


Due in New York Sept. 21. 


Managing Director Cold of the Scandina- 
vian-American Steamship company accom- 
panied Dr. Cook. He said the Oscar II. could 
reach New York Monday; Sept. 20, but that 
he thought it better to keep the steamer to 
schedule time and arrive on Tuesday. 

Before the gangplank of the Melchior was 
drawn up there was a pleasant ceremony in 
the cabin which was attended by Maurice 
F. Egan, F the American minister, and Miss 
Egan, the reetor of the University of Copen- 
hagen, and a number of geographers. Ad- 
miral Dekichelieu, in a speech, thanked Dr. 
Cook for returning, to the United States under 
the Danish flag. 


Denmark Is Not Jealous. 


Green eyed envy and jealousy, the ad- 
miral said, “are doing their envenomed 
work, but we in Denmark believe in you 
Absolutely.“ 

want to thank you,“ said Dr. Cook in 
reply, tor the great honor that is mine in 
going home on a Danish steamer. Since I 
cannot reach home on an American steamer 
or an expedition vessel, it is fitting that I 
should go on a steamer of the land which has 


‘given me such happy days. 


Lou have made my return so happy that 
the tortures of the past are forgotten. You 
have been my friends; you have fought my 
battles. With a full heart I say farewell to 
the people of Denmark.“ 

Dr. Cook also wrote the following formal 
message of farewell to the people and the 
city of Copenhagen: 

Lou were the first to open my eyes to the

hear.“ 


Wishes He Had His Records. 


Dr. Cook reasserted that his original reo- 
ords had been sent to America. He admitted 
that some explanation of his parting with 
them, was necessary. Moreover, he recog- 
nized now, he said, that if he had been able 
to submit them to competent persons here 
every doubt would have been dispelled. The 
facts were, he declared, that when he was re- 
turning to Annatok he met Mr. Whitney, who 
was waiting on his yacht, and, being restless 
with the great news he had to tell, he pre- 
ferred to go to the nearest point where a 
steamer for Europe could be secured. 

Aware of the risks of the journey to 
Upernivik he copied the origina! records, 
and handed over the lattér with his sextant 
and chronometers to Mr. Whitney. 

" They are in safe hands.“ concluded Dr. 
Cook, and if anybody says they are aboard 
a whaler or the Roosevelt, and that Peary 
has seen them, the sayer is misinformed."’ 

It now is settled that Dr. Cock has aban- 
doned for the present his intention to send an 
expedition to Greenland to search for the two 
Eskimos who accompanied him to the pole, 
but in May next a ship probably will be sent 
for them with Capt. Sverdrup tn command. 


Willing to Submit Records. 


Speaking to a correspondent, Dr. Cook said: 

Jam perfectly willing to put my records 
before the American coast and geodetic sur- 
vey to be compared with those of Com- 
mander Peary, but I do not see why I should 
ask for such a comparison first.”’ 

Asked if he had any message for the pub- 
lic. Cook replied:

Affidavits Say CommanderOpened 
Dr. Cook’s\Letters Home. 


TWO. SWEAR T0 THIS. 


Brooklyn Man’s Companion Who 
Came Back Tells Story. 


New Tork. Sept. 10.—[Special.] — Since 
Commander Peary began his attacks on the 
veracity of Dr. Cook the Brooklyn man’s 
friends have been exceedingly active in ob- 
taining ammunition for a counter attack. 

It was learned today that Dr. Cook's 
friends have prepared a bombshell which 
they plan to explode shortly after the ar- 
rival of Peary and Cook in New York. 

This takes the form of affidavits sworn to 
by Joseph White, who was a member of the 
Peary expedition, and by Rudolph Francke, 
who accompanied Dr. Cook. 

In these affidavits Commander Peary is ac- 
cused of opening letters intrusted by Dr. 
Cook to Francke, his own employé, to bring 
back from the arctic seas. 


Disabled; Meets Peary Party. 
These letters disclosed Dr. Cook’s plans 


and progress toward the pole. When Francke 
became disabled and left Dr. Cook, he start- 


ed for home, met the Peary expedition-on the 


way back, and spent several days on the 
Roosevelt. 

Francke has sworn that Dr. Cook’s letters 
not only were read but were charged Y 
some one on the Roosevelt. An affidavit 
against Commander Peary also has been 
made by Joseph White, who was a member 
of Peary’s own party. Such charges against 
a man of Commander Peary’s character 
seem incredible, but they show the bitterness 
of the fight begun by Peary's attack on 
Cook. 

The affidavits now are in the hands of John 
R. Bradley, who financed the Cook expedi- 
tion. 

Both White and Francke were charged by 
Bradley not to repeat the contents of the 
affidavits, but_their purport was ascerteined 
today. 


Seek Whitney’s Reasons. 
It is understood that the object in withhold- 


ing the affidavits is not because Dr. Cook’s 


approval is wished, but because his friends 
wish to question Harry Whitney regarding 
his reasons for leaving Peary's ship in mid- 
sea for a slow going schooner. 

Some of Dr. Cook’s friends state their be- 
lief that Whitney found it unpleasant to be 
under Peary’s control while he carried re- 
ports made by Dr. Cook. 

All the reported actions of Whitney afford 
a mystery t6 Dr. Cook’? friends, and they 
believe his story will go a long way toward 


clearing up the rival claims of the explorers. 


Rudolph Franeke and Joseph White re- 
turned with Ralph Johnson, one of Peary’s 
sailors, upon the supply ship, Eric. They are 
living in retirement in the city by the advice 
of Dr. Cook’s friends, who do not wish their 
testintony to become known until the facts 
regarding Dr. Cook's explorations are placed 
before an examining board. 


Francke Shifted for Himself. 

Francke, who is\a-tall, blond, young Ger- 
man, accompanied Cook to a point twenty 
miles north of Anatook, where he became 
in and was sent back to Etah with some of 
Dr. Cook’s instruménts and messages from 
the explorer to his family. . 

He was told to take charge of some of Dr. 
Cook’s supplies, and was instructed if he 
did not hear from the explorer within six 
months to get back to civilizatio nin any way 
he could. He was taken aboard Peary’s 
supply ship when it touched at Etah. 

After listening to the story Francke had 
to tell and in which he was backed up in 
many particulars by White and Johnson, 
Bradley and Capt. S. B. Osbon, secretary of 
the Arctic club, had the young men make 
affidavits. These-relate to Peary’s actions 
regarding letters intrusted to Francke by 
Dr. Cook and to Peary's attitude toward the 
collections made by Dr. Cook. 

“TI have been instructed by friends of Dr. 
Cook not to reveal the mature of these afi- 
davits at this time, said Capt. Osbon. 
“They will be made public as soon as Dr. 
Cook arrives and will be a bombshell! to 
Peary and his claims. Letters written by Dr. 
Cook were opened and then resealed.“

ST. JOHNS, N. F., Sept. 10.—The Preary- 
Cook controversy is of intense interest 
throughout Newfoundland? Today Capt. 
Moses Bartlett of Brigus, who commanded 
Dr. Cook’s schooner John R. Bradley. which 
was fitted out at Gloucester, Mags., in 1907. 
issued a public statement, as follows: 

Dr. Cook is correct in stating that Peary 
took his provisions after the steamer Erik 
returned to Brigus last fall Three of its 
crew who belonged to the Brigus told me that 
when Peary arrived at Etah that summer 
he took possession of all the stores I had 
left there the previous autumn ‘or Cook. 
against his return from the north. These 
men say they helped to move the stuff from 
where I left it. The men now are on the 
Labrador coast, 

„This supply consisted of two dory loads of 
stores, food and kerosene, which our crew 
piled on the beach, and then placed the dorie« 
over, bottom up, piling stones around and 
above them to make a cache. . 


Two Years’ Supplies Cached. 

“At Annatook, thirty miles north, where 
Cook landed. I previously had put ashore 
two years’ supplies for Cook and five tons of 
hard coal. Our vessel, the John R. Bradley, 
was laden with stores and ten tons of hard. 
coal. When Cook landed we gave him half 
the coal and the stores, except what we re- 
quired to bring us home. Cook could not 
steal Peary’s provisions because Peary had 
none on any part of the coast, having used 
up all the provisions left there by previous 
expeditions in his 1905-’06 trip.“ 

When seen tonight, Richard Pike, chief en- 
gineer of the steamer Erik, which served as 
an auxiliary vessel for Commander Peary 
last year by conveying stores\and coal to 
Etah to supplement those on the Roosevelt, 


said that Peary did not take Cook’s pro- 


visions nor were they put on board of Peary’s 
ship. Pike said: 

‘Peary left two men of the Roosevelt, 
the boatswain and one of the firemen, wiih 
the immense accumulation of supplies he 
left at Etah when the Roosevelt went north 
and the Erik came south. These men, ap- 
parently in mistake, took some of Cook’s 
stores that also were cached there.“ 


Sailor Contradicts Engineer. 
Another member of the Erik’s crew said to- 
night that the stores were taken by an under- 


standing with Francke, Cook’s assistant, in 


part payment for his passage from Etah to 
the United States. The stock of ivory, furs, 
skins, and curiosities which Francke and 
Cook had accumulated were acepted as the 
equivalent of passage money, he said. 

The seaman stated that at that time Cook 
was regarded as dead, as he had been miss- 
ing, and his stores and belongings were re- 
garded as legitimately available for this 
purpose. Francke, he added, was given to 
understand that in return for these gifts a 
relief expedition would be organized as a 
sort of side line by the Roosevelt’s crew to 
search for Cook and bring him back should 
he have been found alive. 


PRESS NOW ATTACKS PEARY. 


Paris Newspapers Believe Commander’s 
Story Strengthens Dr. Cook and 
Is Ungenerous. } 


PARIS, Sept. 10.—The first W bent of 


Commander Peary’s recital of his expedi- 


tion to the north pole was published in a 
special edition of the Matin today, and had 
an enormous sale. 

As notice was given that the article was 
copyrighted, the other newspapers handled 
it with care, but in their comment there 
is noticeable a disposition to criticise. This 
perhaps is due to the fact that Commander 
Peary's refiections upon Dr. Cook are con- 
sidered ungenerous. 

The Temps is especially caustic and ex- 
presses the opinion that the first part of 
Peary’s recital is really favorable to Dr. 
Cook. 

It says that Peary’s story is re and 
even inconsistent, pointing out particularly 
that whereas his diary to March 15 is 
scrupufously precise, thereafter it shows a 
hiatus and the dates are obscured and con- 
fusing. 

The. Figaro says: ** Nothing is more pain- 
ful than the spectacle of this quarrel on the 
threshold of glory.

Little Testimony on Habeas Cor- 
pus Writ Heard at Woodstock.

Pays at Company’s Office. 


In the case in question the guaranteed rent 
-is $1.50 a month. Mr. Strom says he was not 
at home on Aug. 8, when the collector called 
and found only $1.80 in the box, but that he 
paid the deficit of 20 cents at the company's 
offices the day after he received notice of 
He alleges that when collection was made 
in September the box showed an excess over 
the $1.50 rent, but thet he was denied a re- 
fund: His contention is that the city ord#- 
nances do not permit the telephone company 
to make a rule specifying that refunds shell 


the regular collectors. 

T have talked with other people who have 
run up against this same proposition and I 
decided to try KM in the courts,” said Mr.

Spend $15,000 to Attend.

MAY CLOSE SCHOOL FOR BLIND 


New Board of Control Here to In- 
‘ “spect State Institutions. 


DENEEN’S STAY IS SHORT. 


Appointments Not Expected Until After 
State Fair. . 


Unless all signs fail, the Illinois Industrial 
Home for the Blind, one of the two state in- 
stitutions located in Chicago, is about to 
pass out of existence. It is probable that it 
will be consolidated with the Illinois Schoo! 
for the Blind at Jacksonville by the next 
session of the general assembly. 

The new state board of control was in Chi- 
cago yesterday, and looked over the institu- 
tion. Lawrence T. Sherman, the chairman 
of the new board, had no public comment or 
oriticism to make, nor did any of the mem- 
bers of the board, but there are strong indi- 
cations that the state authorities are satis- 


«fled that in every way the best interests of 


the state and of the inmates of the Chicago 
institution will be better subserved by main- 
taining the Chicago state charges at Jack- 
sonville. 

The board also looked over the Industrial 
Home for the Blind, and inspeeted the Char- 
table Eye and Har infirmary. It is said that 
the latter institution is believed by the state 
authorities to be one of the most efficient and 
most needed institutions in the state service. 

In the party which visited Chicago were 
former Lieut. Gov. Lawrence T. Sherman, 
the chairman ‘of the new board of control: 
Judge Benjamin R. Burroughs of Edwards- 
ville, secretary; Col. Frank D. Whipp of 
Springfield, Dr. J. L. Greene of Springfield, 
and Thomas F. O'Connor of Peoria. 


Gov. Deneen in the City. 
Gov. Deneen came down ‘from the north 


during the morning and talked with Chair- 


man Sherman over the telephone’ Jude 
Sherman told the executive of what had been 
discovered in the preliminary survey of the 
first batch of state institutiong which had 
been visited, none of which was made public, 
however.

GLASGOW, Sept. 10.—Lord Rosebery final- 
ly cut himself adrift from modern radicalism 


as exemplified by the house of commons 
nowadays,.and in a “ straight talk.” today 
to the business men of the north vehemently 
denounced the budget and its authors. 
The ex-premier’s speech has been awaited 
eagerly by those opposed to the budget, as 


it was expected to give à lead to the house 


of lords and furnish a platform for a fight 
for a general election on which the moderates 
of all parties would be able to foregather. 
Lord Rosebery, who prefaced his remarks 
by saying he intended to express his un- 


‘adorned opinion without quips, character- 


ized the budget as ‘‘a revolution which put 
the future of Great Britain in the meiting 
pot and which in the best interests of the 
nation should not become law.“ 


Foresees Depletion of Capital. 
He declared that thé first result of the 


‘budget would be an immediate increase in 


the ranks of the unemployed through a 
great depletion of capital. The arguments 
advanced for taxing land applied logically 
to .consols and all other forms of realized 
property, 


Scores of millions were lying idle in the. 


banks at the present moment owing to the 
apprehensions regarding the financial policy 
of the government, which proposed to treat 


all landlords as pariahe. 


If the Lloyd-George budget was the only 
alternative to tariff reform, Lord Rosebery 
declared, many weuld cease to defend the 
doctrine of free trade. He said the govern- 
ment was dallying with socialism, which was 
the end of all things. 


Gets Speech by Phone 400 Miles. 

The interest in what Lord Rosebery had to 
Bay was so widespread that one London 
newspaper received reports of his speech by 
telephone from Glasgow to London, a dis- 
tance of 400 miles, and had, verbatim, eight

| George A. Fritch Desies Guilt; 


Chum of Vietim Again Held 
by Detroit Police. 


Detroit, Mich., Sept. 10.—[Special.]—A.re- 
port that the-partial autopsy upon the body 
of Maybelle Millman of Ann Arbor, parts of 
which were found widely separated in 
Ecorse creek this week, js said to show the 
girl had not been operated upon, and had not 
been in need of an operation, though she 
thought she was.and went to a physician for 
relief, has ught forth a denial from Dr. 
John F. Clark, the county chemist. 

Dr. Clark stated that he was assured from 
the conditions that preparations for an oper- 
ation had been made, but that his analysis 
had not progressed far enough to determine 
whether or not the operation actually had 
been performed. 

“I cannot tell until tomorrow,” said Dr. 
Clark, whether the young woman died 
from the effects of an operation or suc- 
¢cumbed while efforts were made to keep her 
alive by means of artificial respiration. 

There is every indication that the young 
woman had been upon an operating table 
to undergo an operation. From the examina- 
tion made thus far, however, indications are 
that death came before an 2 was 
perform J 


Ansther Doctor Wanted, Is nende 
Following the questioning by the police 
during the day of two women who had 
known Miss Millman, it was reported that 
another physician would be arrested. Up to 
a late hour no additional arrest had been 
made. 

Miss Martha Henning, who was held asa 
witness for two days after the apprehension 
of Dr. Fritch and returned to her parent's 
home at Ann Arbor yesterday, was brought 
back here during the day by Sheriff Gaston 
and is again held at the police station. Cap- 
tain of Detectives McDonnell, Sheriff Gaston, 
and Detectives Allen and Parker had Miss 
Henning before them in the matron’s head- 
quarters in the afternoon. 

Capt. McDonnell, after the conference, de- 
clared that no developments in the case had 
occurred. Miss Henning, when taken to the 
station, was in tears and the officers who 
endeavored to secure admissions from her 
admitted their failure when they ended their 
efforts. 

On the request of Prosecuting Attorney 
Van Zile of Wayne county, \the inquest to 
have been held during the evening at Ford 
City into the death of Miss Millman, was 
postponed until Sept. 24. 

The continuance of the conorer’s inquiry 
followed the remanding of Dr. Geofge A.

rial not even privately printed, Lady Dor- 
chester has made these two volumes, to which 
Lord Rosebery contributes an introductory. 
Preface. He begins by telling us who Lord 
Broughton was, for even hie countrymen to- 
day have probably forgotten him and need 
to be reminded of his several claims upon 
their attention! Lord Broughton was à prom- 
inent character, Lord Rosebery tells us, in 
the first half of the last century. He began 
by being a stanch, almost fierce, Radical, 
became by a natural process of evolution a 
Whig, and ended in the order of congruity 
as a peer.“ He was active in private as well 
as public Mfe. He saw all the people whe 
were famous in his day and recorded his im- 
pressions of them. At Cambridge he met 
Byron, “who was to ¢olor his life.” He 
saw Mrs. Siddons take leave of the stage, 
and he was present when Byron spoke and 
kept the house of lords in convulsions of 
laughter. He was a hero. worshipper and 
his two gods were Byron and Napoleon, the 
one near—almost too near—the other remote. 


When he had a chance to see the remote 
idol he hurried to Paris to see him. He twice 
stared Napoleon out of countenance, watched 
him: intently in church, where he was per- 
petually swaying himself about, not stil) for 
an instant; saw him box a tall colonel’s 
ears, only to discover that it was in play and 
a sign of good humored friendship. ae 

When Napoleon left Paris for ‘Waterloo, 
Hobhouse Jeft, too, but traveled in another 
direction. Later he wrote two volumes on 
the last reign of Napoleon, which that 
great man honored with a commentary. 
Thie of all Hobhouse's literary work Lord 
Rosebery ‘thinks the moat likely to live. 

Lord Byron exerted the greatest influence | 
on his life. When they came together in 
London after their Cambridge days Hob- 
house was completely under the influence of | 
hischarm. He writes: Lord Byron, whom | 
I love more, and more every day, not so much 
for his fame as his fondness—I think not | 
equivocal—for me.“ He became mixed up in. 
Byron's debts and affairs and was Pp nt 
at his il] starred marriage. Hobhouse was 
with Byron when he fled from the fury of 
London society and the tmportunity of his 
creditors." Writes Lord Rosebery: 


The last he only escaped by ten minutes, 
for he had barely driven from the door when 
the bailiffs entered and seized all that was in 
the house, and would have seized the trayel- 
ing carriage. For the rest of Byron's stormy 
life Hobhouse remains his closest and most 
devoted friend, his strenuous champion, his 
honest adviser in his constant troubles and 
difficulties. He loved Byron with a jealous 
affection and admiration which never de- 
generated into flattery, and their intimacy 
during the eight remaining years was only 
once clouded for a moment by an irrepressi- 
ble epigram of the poet's. Hobhouse sur- 
vived Byron for forty-five years, thirty-six 
of which he was, as it were, facing Lady 
Byron, who embodied in silence the hostile 
view, and during that long period represented 
the Byron epoch. He was indeed the high 
priest of the Byrpn mystery. He knew more 
about Byron than any man. Those whosaw 
him in his old age; and he lived to be 83, re- 
garded him with unspeakable interest as one 
who knew all and who could tell all if he 
chose. But he did not choose to tell. Much 
of Byron, of the secrets of that brilliant, un- 
happy life, died with him. Perhaps it was 
as well.“ 

If this is not a cocktail to whet the appe- 
tite for the feast of good things in the book 
L should like to know the reason why. A 
targe part of these volumes is made up of 
extracts from Hobhouse’'s diaries. Here is 
an entry under date of June 29, 1812: “ Saw 
Mrs. Siddons take her leave in the character 
of Lady Macbeth; she made a farewell poetic 
address written by Horace Twiss; play 
stopped after her last scene.

THE “HARRIMAN RAILROADS.” 

What will become of the Harriman rail- 
roads now? That is the question asked 
by thousands of people during the last 
few days as the end of life for a master 
appeared to be approching. It has been 
the thought of other thousands who pon- 
dered it in their own minds. It is the 
type of question that has been asked in 
all ages when the man who has gained 
great power by many conquests has met 
the great conqueror at last. 

The table and the map published by 
Tun Trisune showed in concise and 
graphic way the scope of a railroad mag- 
nate’s power. Four distinct classes of 
roads were indicated, those where control 
was absolute, those where a dominant in- 
terest was held, those where the interests 
were important but not dominant, and 
those where there was lesser interest. 
That classification probably represents 
fairly well the future of the “ Harriman 
roads.” Some of them will continue to 
work in harmony. Others will pull away 
from the control which no longer feels 
the impulse of the wizard to support it. 

The so-called transcontinental lines are 
likely to continue as a unit, the Union 
Pacific and the Southern and Central Pa- 
cific. They will be joined by other ‘roads 
needed as outlets to the Atlantic sea- 
board. Such an arrangement would in- 
clude the Central of Georgia, of which 
Harriman had absolute control, and, in 
less degree, the Baltimore and Ohio and 
the Illinois Central. The Harriman con- 
trol in this last Instance was never abso- 
lute, although it usually is counted among 
the “absolute control” roads. 

The Erie, the New York Central, the 
Wheeling and Lake rie, the Chicago and 
Northwestern, and the Chicago, Milwan- 
kee and St. Paul will go on their. own 
way, except as there are traffic arrange- 
ments which cannot be abrogated.

There are 
methods of inoculating milch cows, which 
are practiced a little farther west on cat 
tle sold in the Chicago dairy territory. 
The cows become proof against additional 
inoculation for some time. 

Investigation of conditions in the In. 
nois and Wisconsin dairy districts of Chi- 
cago indicates that from 5 to 10 per cent 
of all the cattle inspected have tubercu- 
losis. There is no law requiring the 
farmer whose cattle are found to be thus 
diseased to kill them. Until there is such 
a law, and it is enforced, inspection will 
be only a palliative. Tuberculous cows 
will de sold, instead of being killed, and 
their milk put on the market somewhere. 
The city ordinances should provide an 
exclusion penalty for the-dairyman who 


does not destroy at once a cow which is | 


found to be tuberculous. None of that 
dairyman’s product should be allowed to 
be sold within the city. His conduct 
shows that he is not to be trusted, that 
he is knowingly disseminating disease in 
the community that buys his milk. He is 
particeps criminis in one of the greatest.

Moréover, agricul- 
ture is in ‘such a condition in England that 
the farmere until now always have been de-

unsatisfactory, Henceforth they will be 
left to their own devices. 

It is no exaggeration to assert that few 
of the country estates pay. Thus Lord Pem- 
broke, who has some 40,000 acres in Wilt- 
shire, insists that he does not derive a single 
cent of profit from them, but that the reve- 
nues he derives from his city property in 
Dublin enable him to keep his ancestral lands 
in Wiltshire. It is much the same with the 
earl.of Radnor, who owns many thousands of 
acres in Wiltshire, including Longford castle, 
but derives less than $3,000 a year clear 
profit from these estates, and is only.able to 
retain them by reason of the fact that he is 
the ground landlord of nearly the whole of 
Folkestone, deriving large revenues there- 
from, 

So it is with nearly all the members of the 
territorial aristocracy, titled and untitled, 
of the united kingdom. Their rural estates 
bring them no returns, and it fs only their 
urban property which furnishes them with 
the means needed to keep up thelr ancestral 
possessions in the country.

The divorce of Sir Rupert and Lady Clarke 
of Melbourne has at ted much attention 
in England because y Clarke has for con- 
siderable time abandoned her beautiful home 
at Rupertswood, in Victoria, and has taken 
up her residence with her two daughtere in 
the united kingdom, with a large house in 
Park lane, London, and a country seat in 
Buckinghamshire. 

Although her two daughters are now in 
society (the elder, Mise Phyllis Clarke, has 
published a successful novel dealing with 
Rugsian Mfe), she still remains a handsome 
woman, and, thanks to this, to her great 
wealth, and to her cleverness, is a popular 
figure in London society. Her husband, 
from whom she has been freed by the courts, 
is counted the richest man in Australia, bis 
fortune amouting to $50,000,000. This 
wealth has been acquired partly by the in- 
crease in the value of real estate at Mel- 
bourne and partly, too, by sheep farming. 

Sir Rupert's grandfather, “ Big Clarke,“ 
was the founder of the family fortunes, and 
in spite of the gorgeous array of ancestors 
with which his son, the late Sir Wiliam, was 
endowed by the Roya) College of Heralds in 
London, on being created a baronet in 1882, 
began life as a butcher’s shop boy and assist- 
ant in the Whitechapel district of London, 

— 

He emigrated to Australia in 1840, opened 
a butcher shop there, prospered, went into 
sheep farming, made money there again, and 
invested it in real estate in Melbourne, his 
property doubling again and again in value 
as the olty grew and developed. He was an 
odd character, of whom the most extraordli- 
nary anecdotes were told, especially in con- 
nection with his avarice. 

His son and successor, the late Sir William 
Clarke, was a man of much more generous 
instincts, and while he fostered the family 
fortune, he occupies an honorab—} place in 
the history of the antipodes, not only as a 
statesman, but also as one of its most en- 
lightened philanthropists. Many public in- 
stitutions in Melbourne owe their existence to 
his munificence, and while he spent hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in the acquisition of 
art treagures in England and on the conti- 
nent of Europe for the purpose of making 
the people of Australia acquainted with the 
wi of the old world, he only visited Europe 

a tourist, declining to follow the example 
of e Australian multi-millionaires, who, 
on acquiring wealth, left the antipodes in 
order to miake their home in England. 

There are few people of note who have 
visited Melbourne during the last thirty or 


hospitality of the Clarkes, both at Cliveden, 
their house at Melbourne, with its beautiful 
private theater, and at Rupertswood, their 
country place in County Bourke, which, save 
in the vastness of its size, is more like an 
English country seat than anything else in 
the antipodes. 

Sir Rupert, one of whose sisters was at 
one time enga to Lord Shaftesbury, has 
shown no inclination to follow in the foot- 
steps of his father, either in political life or — 
a philanthropist. If there is one thing that 
interests him more than anything else, it is 
Melbourne Theater Royal, of which he is 
the active lessee. Indeed, it is his activity 
in this respect that hag contributed the 
causes on which Lady Clarke was able to base 
a successful plea for divorce.

A ride of twenty minutes along a canal, a 
earriage road and a foootpath, brings us to 
Batavia, the business, wholesale quarter, with 
its quaint oid two story Dutch houses, 
Chinese shops, and canals. 


Ride to Hotel District. 


Then we take a carriage and ride twenty 
minutes more alongside a snorting, bell ring- 
ing steam tram and a canal, and we are in 
Weltevreden, the region of hotels and retail 
shops: Beyond here lies the fashionable res- 
idence quarter, known as Meeeter-Corne- 
lis so there are four chunks to this cherry. 

And here I am at the hotel Des Indes, the 
best, in certain ways, I have encountered 
It is a curious affair, 

and its grounds are said to cover s'xty acres. 
Each corridor has a wide, covered veranda 
in front, and for each room on this veranda 
“fs @ table, a long chair, and a rocking 
chair. Over the table hangs an electric ight 

and a push button. The baths are at the ends 
of the corridors. You simply use your room 
to sleep and dress in. 

You lounge; loaf, smoke, read, and write 
on your section of the veranda. The central 
building bas a broad veranda, reading room, 
office, and dining room. The great yard has 
many pretty patms and other trees. When 
the gun shines—which is not all the time, for 
it rains here in the dry ’’ season—you put 
your clothes, everything, in fact, out on big 
racks in front of your veranda to dry. I 
emptied my trunks and put them out, for 
the locks and hinges were getting rusty. 


Servants Barefoot and Noiseless. 

The servants are all Javanese, barefoot, 
noiseless, dressed in white trousers and jack- 
ets with a red stripe around the waist. a 
sarong, and on their heads brown figured 
turbans. I have spent the entire day over- 
hauling and drying out my truck. 

This afternoon I calle@ on the consul and 
visited the museum, the best I have seen 
since Cairo, with three long halls of eth- 
nology of the Dutch Indies and archeology 
galore from the Hindu period of Java and 
Bali. The sculptures are fine, as good as 
. any I saw in India, and of a style of their 
own, The curator was out, but I shall visit 
the Museum again. 

Fridey—There are certain hours when 
rou do things here and if you do not do 
them at that particular time, you wait un- 
til the next day. The experience is valu- 
able but costs time. Thus it is that 1 did 
not go to Buitenzorg today to present my 
letter to the governor general. But I have 
geen something of Batavia, visited the bank, 
geen some street musicians, bought photo- 
graphs and a collection, and puzzled some 
more over my next move when I get to the 
east end of the island. 


Fourteen to Serve Rice Table. 

And I have had a rice table. We will take 
that first: it is luncheon. You may have 
that or the European lunch. I took that. 
It took fourteen men to serve it. One puts 
a soup dish in front e you, empty. The 
next presents you with a dish of dry steamed 
rice, of which you talee a few shovels full 
with a silver scoop; the next man offers—but 
what is the use! Each man has something 
of which you take a little, e. g., chicken, 
fish, more fish, and chicken of another style, 
or breed, or age, or sex, or nationality. 

One man in the procession has a large 
dish divided into eleven compartments and 
you take a little of each of his wares, mostly 
hot stuffs. By the time the last man comes 
along. you are ‘tired and perspiring freely 
and have a dish piled up high in front of you, 
which looks like the heaping garbage can of 
a Chinese restaurant. “You begin in the mid- 
dle and eat out toward the side. When you 
empty your dish, you are full and on fire. I 
Suspect it takes as much practice to eat 
“rice table skillfully and gastronomically 
as it does to eat rice with chop sticks or 
Spaghetti with a fork. — 

It is close to midnight. The mosquitoes, 
flies, gnats, bugs, etc., are thick. I must to 

d. : * 

Three Hours in the Museum. 

Sunday,—Yesterday I got an audience with 
some freight and steamship people and spent 
three hours in the rich and interesting mu- 
seum, the best collection of this region in 
existence. The building is in thorough keep- 
ing with the general architecture which pre- 
vails in the city, which means that it is a 


big, rambling, one storied building, with a 


Wealth of white marble columns and a great 
white marble veranda. It faces the great 
Koningsplein, or King's square,“ which is 
certainly as lovely a bit of open park as I 
have ever seen in the midst of any city. 

The entrance hall and the hall lying just 
behind it are occupied with the best examples 
of sculpture, largely of deities from Buddhist 
Hindoo temples of Java, Bail, and Lombok. 
Some of these are remarkably beautiful, and 
compare well with the finest sculptures of a 
similar nature which I have seen in either 
Ceylon or India. 

From each side of this main hall extend 
backward a series of long halls, those on one 
side being largely given up to the library and 
the history section, in which are found many 
curious and interesting pieces of furniture, 
ete., characteristic of the best of the early 
period of Dutch occupancy. 


Suite Devoted to Ethnology. 

The other suite of halls on the opposite 
ide is devoted to ethnology. The collections 
are rich, both in the character of the material 
and in quantity, and here it is possible to 
Study, as I have for many, many hours, the 
Culture of nearly all the tribes occupying 
this vast archipelago. The collections from 
the Dutch territory of New Guinea are per- 
. least in value and in importance, and 
yet this must be one of the richest regions 

in the world for museum purposes. 

One becomes impressed with the distinctive 
characteristics of the exquisite art of the 
Malays and their conceptions of color. They 

ce fabrics in endless varieties, ranging 
m cottons to silks, of the most exquisite 
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pearis. Even a brief inspection of this room 
must give one an impression of the former 
glory and wealth which prevailed in many 
regions of the archipelago. I think I have 
never seen a more impressive collection. 


Passage Packed with Sculptures. 


The two long suites of halls are connected 
by a covered passageway which is packed 
with Stone sculptures, the overfiow of those 
in the front hall. Judging from this profusion 
of deities and of several most wonderfully 
large and realistic stone lingams, the ruins 
of these islands must be exceedingly rich in 
sculpture, and I am keen to see some of them. 

For me this museum has possessed a two- 
fold interest. It has not only enabled me to 
gain a comprehensive insight into the eth- 
nology of the Dutch archipelago but I have 
never before seen a collection as interesting 
to an American, for the blood of the people 
whose culture is here represented is the same 
as that which flows in our little brown broth- 
ers in the Philippines and which flows, with 
some dilution, to be sure, in fair Nippon. In 
fact, Java furnishes us a splendid illustration 
of the capabilities of our subjects in the Phil- 
ippine isiands, for Java 2,000 years ago had 
reached a high stage of civilization, and from 
the great temples of Buddhism in the center 
of the island radiated a wave of influence 
which reached farand wide. 

Today I have not left my “ veranda” ex- 
cept to go to the dining room. I have worked 
over time tables and books on the archipel- 
It is 11 p. m. and I am to 
be called at 5:30 to take the express for 
Buitenzorg, where I am to have an audience 
with the viceroy at 100'clock. 


Negligee Along the Verandas. 


The negligée along these verandas is re- 
freshing—fat gentlemen in sarong trous- 
ers, pajama coat, and bare feet; fat women 
in sarong skirts, white jackets, and bare 
feet. The women add stockings and a collar 
sometimes for luncheon and jewelry for din- 
ner. The men wear clothes. Dinner is from 
§ to 9. I go in at 8 and dine alone. The crowd 
comes in at 9 and quits the dining room at 
10:30. And the band in the dining room bal 
cony just played Carmen 

Few dress for dinner, but last night a young 
Chinese and two young Chinese women came 
in (d thought they were Japanese until the 
waiter told me they were Chinese). They 
were dressed immaculately and the women, 
in the best of European clothes, looked lovely. 
The man is the son of the richest Chinese in 
Java, worth millions of dollars. 

Yes, there is a head waiter here, and he is 
white. That explains some of the excellence 
ot this over Indian hotels, and you find a 
white man in the office, too. I have had two 
more rice tables (rijs tafel) and talked the 
matter over with the head waiter. They 
have a special kitchen for the preparation of 
this mess, and from thirty to thirty-five in- 
gredients enter its composition sooner or 
later. I noticed today that I was offered 
chicken in five different styles of cookery. 


Warm Coffee with Hot Milk. 


Coffee here is good, but it is always cold. 
It is drip coffee and you are expected to 
warm it by adding hot milk. That makes it 
fine for breakfast and lunch, but as an after- 
dinner beverage I prefer the thick, black, 
sirupy coffee we got aboard the Egypt and in

Chicago Packer Joins in Movement 
Aimed to Check Disease. 


The final session of the Veterinary Medi- 
cal association convention furnished ah 
upset yesterday for the medical theory that 
an outdoor existence for cattle secures them 
from tuberculosis infection. 

Dr. C. M. Haring of the University of 
California pointed out that. while humans 
can ward off the dreaded disease by living 
out of doors, this treatment win not pre- 
vent cattle from catching it when they are 
once exposed. He told of a test made at 
the university with thirty-three cows. 
Twelve, he said, contracted the disease with- 
in six months after being exposed to it, de- 
spite the fact the whole herd was kept con- 
stantly in the outside air. 

The facts shown by this test will affect 
the whole study of tuberculosis in animals, 
Wants Score Cards for Dairies. 
Dr. George H. Glover of Colorado State 
college, spoke on the score card in dairy 
regulation. This system of scoring dairies 
is being introduced by the bureau of anima! 
industry and soon will put to practical test 

in the middle west. 

It is proposed that local boards visit dairies 
in their vicinities with score cards, giving 
merit marks for light, ventilation, sanita- 
tion, equipment, and other points of prop“ 
er dairy conduct, a perfect score being 100. 

Scores will be published in order that con- 


‘gsumers may see which are the best dairies 


in their neighborhood. The measure is con- 
sidered drastic in its operation and oppo- 
sition is expected to the publication of 
soores,

If he now repudiates 
all or any one of them, he has no right to the 
papers, or to be called a Baptist. To disbe- 
lieve the divinity of Christ is to be not a 
Christian, but an atheist.

Rival. Concerns by Illinois 
Company Declared False. 


TALK OF HIGHER PRICES, 


Patent Process Likely to Cause 
Some Smaller Manufac- 
turers to Quit. 


Rumors of the absorption of two independ- 
ent brick concerns by the Illinois Brick com- 


in complete control of the brick situation in 
Chicago, with the possibility of an increase 
in the price of the material, were current 
yesterday in La Salle street. 

Officials of the Illinois Brick company, 
however, denied the reports, and said they 
had entered into no negotiations with other 
companies. 

A number of companies, most of them 
smaller concerns, are said to have been 
placed, on the market recently ag a result of 
the adoption of the new Penfield patent, 
which makes the production of brick much 
cheaper. The cost of the new equipment is 
the reagon given for the marketing of most 
of them. 

Two of the larger companies, which have 
been formidable rivals of the Illinois Brick 
company, are said to have been for a number 
of years thorns in the side of the company 
dominating the field, and by securing control 
of them the Illincis Brick company, it was 
declared, would tighten its grip on the brick 
sityation in Chicago. These two are the 
Kemnitz Brick company and the Harms 
Brick company. je

Rumors Are Declared Baseless. — 
Officials of both of them said they had en- 
tered into no negotiations with the Hlinols 
Brick company for the sale of their proper- 
ties. 

I have heard nothing of it.“ ‘said Presi- 
dent Harms of the Harms Brick company. 
It is all news to me.“ 

Do you intend to sell to the Illinols Brick 
company?“ was asked. 

“No. At least the Illinois company has 
not approached me.“ 

At the Kemnitz Brick company's office it 
was said that Mr. Kemnitz still retained 
possession and that no attempt had been 
made by the Illinois Brick company to obtain 
control of it. 

“I can’t imagine where this report came 
from,“ said Willlam Schlake, president of 
the Illinoig Brick company. “I can say this 
company has not and will not purchase or 
obtain control of any other company. We 
aren't even using all of our yards as it now 
is. We could not make a move of this sort 
unless our board acted upon it, and I can 
say our board hasn't done so. If we had 
obtained control of any properties I believe 
it would have appeared through the record- 
er's office,’’ 

“I believe this ig like numerous other 
rumors that have been floating around re- 
cently,” said C. B. Vernooy, vice president 
of the company. It is the first time I have 
heard of it. There ig nothing to it.“ 


Effort to Fix Prices Reported. 

Coupled with the rumor that the IIlinois 
company had absorbed two independent com- 
panies was a report that it had arranged with 
all other brick concerns in Cook county to 
hold the price of brick at the present figure— 
$6 a thousand—for a period of fifteen years. 

This would not be logical,“ said Thomas 
Carey, one of the big brick manufacturers. 
I imagine this developed from the fact that 
by the rights of the patent of the new process 
the patentee may name the price of brick as 
long as his patent is good, which is fifteen 
years, ) 

“If any company adopting this patent, as 
we all must or close up, agrees for any 
length of time upon a certain price, it might 
be posstble that some one else would come 
along with another patent which would re- 
sult in making useless this new process we 
are adopting and cause practical ruin to 
those who should agree to a fifteen year 
Clause so far as a certain price is con- 
“cerned.” 

There was considerable uneasiness among 
independent brick company officials as 
a result of the rumors, which was increased 
further by the steady rise of Illinois Brick 
stock recently.

Less than Half Quantity of Flour and 
Little More than Half Wheat Sent 
Out, According to Report. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 10—Double the 
amount of corn was exported from the United 
States in August over that month a year 
ago, while less than one-half the amount of 
wheat and a little more than one-half the 
amount of wheat flour was exported last 
month over August a year ago, according to 
a statement of the bureau of statistics of the 
department of commerce and labor issued 
today. 

There was a decrease of more than 510,000. 
000 in the value of exports of domestic bread- 
stuffs, meat and dairy products, food ani- 
mals, cotton, and mineral oils from the 
United States this August over August a 
year ago, and a decrease of $94,000,000 for 
the eight months ending Aug. 
corresponding period of last year. The total 
value of these exports for last August was 
$36,120,112, divided as follows: Corn, $591,- 
084; wheat, $6,838,470; wheat flour, $3,277,- 
861; all other foodstuffs, $628,778; meat and 
dairy products, $9,595,164; cattle, hogs, and 
sheep, 949; cotton, $7, 162, 724; and min- 
eral oil, $7,629, 184. 

For the eight months’ period ending with 
August the value of these exports was $431, - 
040,024, every article showing a decrease ex- 
cept corn and cotton. While the exports of 
corn were more than 1,000,000 bu less than 
the first eight months of 1908, the value was 
$434,624 more. Cotton exports increased 
68,743,491 lbs for the eight months period, 
but with a decrease in value of $19,211,364. 


COMMEMORATE PERRY VICTORY. 


Put-In Bay Islanders Erect Steel Flag- 
pole to Mark Graves of Heroes 
of 1813. 


Put-in-Bay, O., Sept. 10.—Today, for the 
first time since Commodore Oliver H. Perry 
won the decisive naval engagement of the 
war of 1812 on Lake Erie on Sept. 10, 1818, 
the achievement of Peary was commemo- 
rated in fitting anniversary celebration. 

Also for the first time the graves of Perry’s 
sailors, who were buried here at the close of 
the battle, were formally marked in a public 
manner by the erection of a hundred foot 
steel flag pole, donated by the islanders. 

The flag le, however, is only temporary, 
as it is to be replaced with a formidapie 
monument to be dedicated on Sept. 10, 1943. 
at the time of the centennial celebration 
which is being promoted by the state of Ohio 
and which will be made an international 
affair.
